At 15 he had a small, dark beard and mous-
tache Aand wan ns hig and sirang A8 an or-
dinary man. At 17 he was & prodigy of
sirongth and could throw itwo men with
ense. His physical precocity has alded iIn
hig downfall,

Recent reports from  Belgrade Indicate
that the young King is approaching collnpse.
In the last few weeks he hos lost the power
of coherent epecch, he |8 alinost blind, wnd

unable to pronounce many words, Ap-
parently hla symptoms are those of advanced
parceis,

Two weoke ngo there was a parade of

the garrigon of Belgyade, Colonel Pantiteh,
the governor of the foriress, did his utmost
tn make it a hrilllant success, and offleers
and men phowed commendable assiduity also,
censidering that they had not geen a cent
of pay for many monthe.

King Alexander and hle father drove to
tha review grounds in a carriage. Horses
awaited them under canvas within slght of
the soldiers. The tent was closod while the
king wns placed on his mount with the nid
of n ladder and a half-dozen Sstalwart
lackeys,

When the king appeared again he was
riding so clogely between two officers that
it was Imposesible for him to fall off. The
king's face hung down on his hreast. Hls
eyes were hidden by enormous black spec-
tacles, For ten minutes he offéred a pite-
ous exhibitlon of himseif to the publie and
then he was carried off to the royal pa-
villon. The crowd walting to see him come
out again saw hig helmet roll down the stepa
and he himself was only saved from falling
by two of his aldes-de-camp.

The OMcial Gazetie explained

that the

aecident was due ta his majesty's short-
glghtedness, Public opinlon surmised that
he was drunk. There was something In

thint, hut the truth has already been told—
he is n mental and physleal wreck.

On May 2, at the celebration of his
mothar's birthdny, the king made his last
speech—If a serlem of dlsconnected exclamas
tions can be called” a speech. In the course
of fifteen minutes he began twenty-fve dif-
ferent sentences and never finished one of
them. ‘Then he bellowed: “Zivio! Zivio!
Z1—" and rell Into n chalr,

Ex-King Millan then rese as if Lo cover
hin sen’s fallure and made a very artful
speech, proclatming his love for Servia, He
Is plotting to regaip the throoe from which
he was driven by a well-deserved revaolu-
tion, Hlis san’s death or Insanity will ald
his plins,

It was about six years ago last April that
young Alexander astonlshed the world by
causing the arrest of “his political wet
purses ' and took the reips of government
into his own handsa. ile Iinvited the regonts
and ministere to & banquet in his palace
While they were at table soldlers pecupled
thelt houses anid surrounded the palace.

The king sbruptly announced to his re-
gents and ministers that he would thank
them to resign. The oMeers In his confl-
demce shouted: “Long llve the king!" and
Informed the distlnguished guesis that they
would meet death outside unless they re-
signed, which they did.

After that Alpxander abollshed the con-
etitution and performed many ncis of an
autocrstio character. He restored torture
as w judiclal Instrument

ALl the time of the coup A'etat he was still
& bright, Impetuous boy, adored by hbis sub-
Jects,  He loved athletic sports and the
wide gardens of the Konak afforded him op-
portunities for foot ball, lawn tennls, rum-
ning, rowing, swimming and so forlh,

Within a twelvemonth reports were heard
of orgles In which the bhoy of 18 sought to
rival his wicked father. This chief ovll

genlus was Colopnel Clrle, an wldode-camp, |

who encournged him to drink without 1imit
and to consort with low persons. 1t is gen-
erally belloved that Milan swbetted Cirie.

As Alexupder plunged Into debauchery he
Bave up bodily exercise and was sren no
more in the open. He lost hlg good looks
#nd robustiness and took on sickly obesity

At one time he was much In the soclety
of an Itallan musie hell  singer named
Henedettl, For her use he “borrowed” lhis
mother's jewals, When prossure wap brought
on the woman to return them, ex-Queen
Nathalle had (o pay a large sum of money
in order to get them back,

It I8 not necessary 1o go into the detalls
of Alexander's downfall. He succumbed to
all the cheap temptations hia position placed

in his way. He went tho pace’ that kills,
but he did it in a most gross and unro-
mantic dashion

Apy vislior (o Belgrade may see the young
king at table guzzling botlle after boitle
of Burgundy, champagne and brandy. He

Then ha kidnaped her son, Alexander, at
Wiesbnden, und carrled him off by force to
Belgrade, The next yeur he was forced to
ahdlcate, becauee the country was on the eve
of an lusurvection, His debts then amounted
to 32,000,000, and he ralsed money by sell-
Ing decorations right and left,

Young Alexander was made king under a
regency, For a time Mban lived in Parls,
where his conduct wos as disgraceful as at
home. He was expelled from a club for
cheating at enrds and was constantly scen
drunk in public,

Eventually he teturned to Servia and had
himeell made commander-in-chief of the
army, a position which he still holde. and
which glves him the supreme power In the
country,

His crowning Infamy has been to prevent
his son from secing hism mother.

The ruln of young Alexander s a natural
sequence to the education and example fur-
nlshed by such a father,

She bad a good, kind master, a gentleman
of the old school, In whose veing the hleod
of the cavallers flowed, and this master had
it brothier who was often at his house. The
two familles were very intimate and the
slayves of one loved the other almost as well
as they did their own master., When Matt
wis m good-slzed girl a baby came to the
home of her master's brother—a girl baby.

A Ttallan firm has recently hrought out
an Instrument known ns the osclllometer,
by means of which the oscillation of ships
can bo nccurately measired, says Eleciricity.
